DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendments and accompanying remarks filed 7/27/01 have been 
entered and carefully considered. Applicant's amendments are not found to patently 
distinguish the claims over the prior art and Applicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive of patentability for reasons set forth herein below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 10-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 13 are indefinite because of the newly added limitation that the 
thermoplastic layers form "an outer component surface of a component within said 
volume." What is the intended meaning of this phrase? Said phrase does not appear to 
limit the metes and bounds of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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5. Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 10-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gardill (5614285) in view of Hawley's Condensed Chemical 
Dictionary. 

The newly added limitations to the independent claims are indefinite for the 
reasons set forth above. However, if applicant intended this limitation to mean that the 
thermoplastic layers form an outer surface of the laminate then the limitation is met by 
Gardill. Gardiirs thermoplastic layers inherently have a volume. Gardill also teaches 
these layers to form an outer surface of the laminate ("35" of figure 2). 

Applicant argues that claim 1 now includes the features of claim 9, which include 
a cast molding limitation. However, this limitation does not appear to be in either 
independent claim. 

Applicant also argues that Gardill does not teach the "special" bond of claim 6. It 
is not clear what renders the bon J "special" as the claim simply calls for the layers to be 
bonded together. The examiner previous indicated that it would have been obvious to 
add additional thermoplastic layers. When these additional layers are subjected to the 
heat and pressure of Gardiirs laminating process they would inherently soften and bond 
with adjacent layers. Therefore, Gardiirs renders obvious the limitations of claim 6. 

Newly added claims 17-20 seem to recite an intended use of the multilayer 
composite body. The claimed uses do not require any additional structure. Therefore, it 
is the examiner's position that the laminate of Gardiirs is capable of performing 
applicant's intended uses.
